PIMENTOS 


we send her the names of different 
brands of pimentos that are mild 
and hot; also wantsto know wheth- 
er it is practical to can pimentos 
athome. Wedo not send instruc- 
tions by mall, all requests for in- 
formation ‘are answered in these 
columns in the order that they are 
received. 

The difference in the flavor of 
the various brands of canned pi- 
mentos comes from the locality in 
which they are packed, the Span- 
ish and Central States give us a 
Pimento that is more pungent in 
flavor than those packed in Call- 
fornia. 

California produces the finest pi- 
mentos that we have ever used, 
and it is very easy to can them at 
home. 

Select sound, uniform sized pl- 
mentos, be careful not to bruise 
them; cut around the stem ends 
with a sharp, slender knife, and 
remove the inside partitions and 
seeds. Place the pimentos on a 
wire rack, set in a hot oven for 
about seven minutes, or until the 
skin cracks and blisters: be care- 
ful that they do not burn. Re- 
move the skin carefully with a 
sharp knife, flatten and pack in 
layers in glass jars. Fill the jars 
full; do not have any liquid; cap, 
set in water, bring to a boil and 
338 for twenty-five minutes at 
12, deg. Fahr. 

BANANAS 

A. H. W., Los Angeles, is very 
fond of bananas, and asks that we 
tell her how to make banana pud- 
ding, fritters and how to bake 
them. 

To bake the bananas, select 
large, full-grown ones, just be- 
fore they start to turn yellow. 
Tear a small strip of skin off the 
curved side, heat four tablespoon- 
fuls of shortening in a baking pan, 
‘lay in the bananas, torn side up, 
and bake in a quick oven fifteen 
minutes. Lift out, romove the 
skins and use to garnish cutlets 
or roast meats. 


BANANA PUDDING 

Beat two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter to a cream with half a cup of 
sugar, beat well, beat in the well- 
beaten yolks of four eggs, and 
beat until light and creamy. Add 
one cupful of sifted flour, four 
tablespoonfuls of milk and beat 
smooth. Add four peeled and 
thinly sliced bananas, the grated 
rind of one orange and the atiffiy 
beaten whites of four eggs. Pour 
into small pudding molds and 
steam in a pan of hot water in 
the oven thirty minutes. Serve 
with crushed fruit or custard 
sauce.
